It sells 
machines of all kinds for export, deliv- 
ered at New York at the same price for 
v hich they are sold to domestic pur- 
‘jasers f. o. b. Chicago. This makes 

difference of from $6 to $10 per ma- 
cnine. 

“Il was surprised to learn, while inves- 
tzating this subject, that the Stee! 
Trost refunds to Harvester companies 
% per ton for all steel used in the man- 
uracture of machinery exported, thus 
giving the same result as if the steel! 
iaG@ been imported, the import duty pa.d, 
aid afterwards refunded under the 
crawback law; indicating that steel era 
be profitably produced in this country 
and suld at the foreign price. It jus- 
ifics a small difference between tie dc- 
testic and forel prices, but it wouid 
ameunt te only few cents for each 
machine, and in no way explains the 
«c\fference indicated above.’ 

Many Other Charges.

“The manner of these purchases and 
the use made of the property show the 
purpose of the International Harvester 
Co. Bach of the purchases was made 
secretly in the name of some of its di- 
rectors or stockholders, who held the 
stock in trust for it. The Osborne and 
Keystone companies were both operat- 
ed for some time, ostensibly as inde- 
pendent, competing plants. The Inter- 
national Harvester Co. concealed its 
ownership. Why? Was it not because 
they were conscious that its disclosure 
would give added testimony of their 
trust character and trust methods? 

“Again, the Aultman-Miller & Co. and 
the Minneapolis company were both 
abandoned immediately after purchase 
and the plants dismantled. Thé pur- 
chase of these plants could have been 
for no other purpose than to destroy 
competition. One million four hundred 
thousand dollars was expended to ac- 
quire plants which it did not intend to 
use, but simply destroyed. 

‘Bear in mind that in all of these in- 
stances all patent rights were acquired 
and are still retained by the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co.” 

Kividence against George W. Perkins 
apd the International Harvester Ge. 
fully as damning as that in the posses: | 
sion of the Department of Justice, is in 
the sécret files of the Bureau of Cor- 
porations, of which Herbert Knox 
Smith is commissioner. 

Smith has in his possession copies 
of the trade agreement by’ which 
Perkins’ Harvester Trust monopolized 
the trade.in “everything the farmer 
buys.” 

‘All dealers buying from the Inter- 
national Harvester Co. had to sign 
the following: 

“Said dealer cspecially agrees not 
to accept the agency for or be inter- 
ested in the sale of any grain binder, 
header, corn binder, husker and 
shredder, reaper, mower, stacker, 
sweeprake, hay rake or hay tedder 
‘other than those manufactured by the 
International Harvester Co.” 

This agency clause also stipulated 
that in case the agent or any partner 
or employe for him, violated the 
clause, he must pay a penalty of from 
$10 to $50 for every “independent” tool 
or implement sold. 

Gets Debt-Grip on 

Smith also has’in his possession much 
information as to how Perkins, as a 
member of J. P. Morgan & Co. and the 
New York Clearing House Committee, 
used his influence with the Morgan and 
Rockefeller banks to get a debt grip 
on the farmers and dry up the channeis 
of credit of his competitors. 

The investigations of the Bureau of 
Corporations have shown bow, with its 
unlimited financial support, the Inter- 
natidnal Harvester Co. was able to open 
a credit system with the farmers. It 
gave the farmer-buyer the machinery 
he needed and took one, two, three or 
even four year notes, due in the autumn 
and known in the trade as ‘‘one-fall,” 
“two-fall,” “three-fall” and “four-fall’’ 
notes,”” bearing interest at 6 per cent to 
10 per cent. The International Har- 
vester Co. could borrow at 3 and 4 per 
cent all the money it wanted from the 
banks in which the farmers deposited 
their money, and loan the same back to 
the farmers at 6 and 10 per cent.

$200,000 for Taking Competitor. 

When the <Aultman-Miller Co. was 
fozced into bankruptcy, it was auction- 
ed off for $660,000 to a Chicago lawyer, 
who turned it over for $700,000 to the In- 
terna‘*ional Harvester Co.. which at once 
shut down the plant, but was able, 
through its own banking connections, 
to collect from the farmers outstanding 
notes for more than $900,000. Perkins at 


fone stroke had made $200,000 and wiped 


out a competitor. 

Control of the Osborne Harvester Co. 
was obtained in much the same man- 
ner. The famous New York up-State 
company was drawn into the credit-giv- 
ing, note-tkking game, and then when 
i: hae to borrow money, it was able to 
obtain it in almost any quantities. 

Perkins, who was in close touch with 
the finarcial situation of his competi- 
tors, got hold of the Osborne paper and 
it was a case of pay up or sell out. 
There was no alternative. 

The International Harvester Co. act- 
ually ran the Osborne company as an in. 
dependent concern for nearly two years, 
SO aS to get the trade of those farmers 
who objected to dealing with so power- 
ful a combination as the Harvester 
Trust. The Osborne company was 
forced to lend itself to this deceit. It 
was completely in the power of the 
Trust. 

It is also known that an agreement 
was entered into in January, 1907, be- 
tween the United States Steél Corpora- 
tion and the International Harvester 
Co. There was no merger or new finan- 
cial arrangement. Such a proposition 
had been made by the Harvester Trust 
to the Steel Trust in December, 1902, 
when it was referred to a committee 
composed of Judge Gary, George Per- 
kins and Mr. Ream, all of whom were 
also directors of the International Har- 
vester Co. 


Makes Deal With Steel Trust. 


After being under consideration for 
nearly two years this proposal was re- 
fused,. but in 1907 a deal was made 
whereby the International Harvester Co. 
bound itself to buy all the tron and 
steel which it does not manufacture 
itself from the United States Steel Cor- 
peration, and to make no enlargements 
of its steel and iron plants. The Inter- 
rational Harvester Co. retained its own 
ore beds in the Mesaba and Vermillion 
ranges, but the United States Steel Cor- 
poration obtained the right to work 
them, under an agreement entered into 
between the Oliver Iron Ore Mining Co., 
its subsidiary, and the Internationa! 
Flarvester Co., thus insuring unity of 
management in the production of the 
raw material. The Harvester Trust's ore 
stéamers were also to be worked in con- 
junction with the Steel Corporation's 
fleet. 

In return the International Harvester 
Co. received the benefit of the assist- 
ence of the large and well-organized for- 
eign trade force of the United States 
Stee! Corporation. The latter's gale 
agents were not to take direct charge of 
the sales of the International Harvester 
Co. products, but were to further ,ts 
business as much as possible abroad, 
und generally push the harvester com- 
pany's interests wherever the Steel peo- 
pile had a market. 


Had Bought of Tennessee Co, 

Up to the making of this agreement 
the International Harvester Co. had 
been a large buyer from the Tennesse- 
Coal and Iron Co., and from the Lack- 
awanna Stea@ Co.

Former Attorney-General Fadward “. 
Crow, according to a Washington news 
dispatch, has been retained by Attorney- 
(‘eneral Wickersham to make the lead- 
ing argument in the Government’s ouster 
sult against the Terminal Railroad As- 
scciation, which is set for a hearing in 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
Occ. 14. 

Wickersham has agreed to pay Crow 
a fce of $2500 for making the argument 
Ciow was leading counsel for the Gov- 
ernment in the prosecution of the suit in 
St. Louis, and is more familiar than any 
one else with the record, which consists 
of 10 large printed volumes of evidence 
ond exhibits. 

Case on Appeal. 

The ouster suit is before the Supreme 
Court on an appeal from the Unite.! 
Siates Circuit Court here,which dismissed 
the Government’s bill of, complaint after 
the four judges of the court had failed 
agree. Two of the judges favored 
ousting the Terminal, and two opposed 
it. They certified the case to the United 
States Supreme Court for final adjudica- 
tion, but as they had given no decision 
tlhe Supreme Court sent the case back, 
Lolding that it had no jurisdiction in an 
undetermined matter.

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WHY NOT INVESTIGATE? 

Announcement of a new measure for the reg- 
ulation and management of the city hospital and 
allied institutions may or may not be the solution 
of the problem. The new one has the advantage 
of a promised reduction of $100,000 a year in 
cost. This is a vast improvement over one 
that provides for an increase of $220,000 a year, 
if it also promises efficiency. 

Efficiency is the consideration of first impor- 
tance. The difficulty has been to reconcile the 
allegations of inefficiency with the present ex- 
penditure of approximately $750,000 a year. The 
question of how adequate that sum would be under 
proper conditions of management and co-opera- 
tive, non-political effort on the part of all city de- 
partments has not been answered. Until it is 
answered the question of what should be done 
must remain a matter of theory and speculation. 
Why not investigate the whole matter and find 
out what is needed?

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PERKINS’ AFFILIATIONS. 

If the promoters of the Harvester Trust are 
prosecuted criminally under the anti-trust law. 
George W. Perkins will be among those indicted. 
Mr, Perkins is a shining light in the world of 
combination and plunder. Until last winter, when 
Mr, Morgan decided that he could not have a 





“wicked partner” whose wickedness had been dis- 


covered, Mr. Perkins was a member of the bank- 
ing firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. He is a director 
in the shattered Northern Securities Co. which 
was dissolved’ by decree of the Supreme Court as 
an unlawful combination. He is a director in the 
International Mercantile Marine Co., the Ship 
Trust, in the National City Bank, the Astor Trust 
Co., the Bankers’ Trust Co., the New York Trust 
Co., components of the Money Trust; in the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation, from the chairynan- 
ship of whose Finance Committee he was deposed 
for using methods that were illegal; in the Inter- 
national Harvester Co., where he is also chair- 
man of the Finance Committee; in the German- 
American Insurance Co., and in several railroad 
and terminal companies. 

Mr. Perkins is many times a millionaire. He 
stands a fair chance of being the first man to go 
to jail for the good of the cause of plunder and 
privilege. It is a distinction which, superficially 
at least, he seems to have well earned. 
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The more the returns come in in Texas the 
more apparent it is that Joseph Weldon Bailey has 
no reason for erupting; in fact, he needn’t even 
take the trouble to resign. 
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HYDROPATHY AND HUMBUG. 

“Hydropathy” fs a method of curing diseases, 
teal and imaginary. In so far it may bea system 
of “medicine.” All systems of medicine are meth- 
ods of curing or attempting to cure, real or imag- 
inary diseases. All systems are “regular” which 
are recognized officially. In that case, all fees are 
regular, whether the disease is real or imaginary 
and whether the patient recovers or not. As every 
patient must end finally with a regular death 
certificate, it is impossible to make regular meth- 
ods depend for their regularity on final success. 

In the case of hydropathy in St. Louis, it is ir- 
regular, regardless of success or failure, because 
it collects fees for teaching the use of water. 
side and out, as a remedy. 

Undenfably, hydropathy may easily become 
humbug. Undeniably we have humbugs enough 
already without encouraging others. But encour- 
aging the use of water, applied to the human 
person inside and out, need not be dealt with as a 
crime at present. The sort of officialism which 
spies on the bathtub is demonstrating its own es- 
sential qualities of humbug. It is pretending ef- 
ficiency when it is engaged in arbitrary meddling 
with matters, which even if they are wrong, are 
too trivial for notice. An official humbug of the 
worst kind is one who is afraid to face genuine 
evils. Instead of doing so, he looks for something 
so trivial that he can exercise the functions of a 
“benevolent despot” with safety. At its worst, 
hydropathy will never be as mad as this sort of 
humbug.

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JUSTICE TO INLAND CITIES. 

Seaboard communities are entitled, under cer- 
tain conditions, to lower railroad rates than com- 
munities in the interior, but there are limits to 
the advantages they may claim because of their 
maritime estate, and it is fér the Governnient, not 
the railroads, to fix these limits. That, in effect, 
is what the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
decreed in the long-pending Spokane-Reno-Pacific 
Coast cases. 

Some advantage is due to seaboard communities, 
because they are or can be served by water car- 
rlers and these carriers can transport commodi- 
ties so cheaply that the railroad charging normal 
rates could not meet their competition. There- 
fore it makes a special seaboard rate. It has been 
the contention of the interior communities, par- 
ticularly in the Rocky Mountain territory, that 
they should share in the benefits of this special 
rate, or at least that a railroad passing through 
them should charge no more for freight billed 
to them than for freight billed to the acean ter- 
minals beyond them. Instead of this the rail 
roads have made for cities like Spokane commod- 
ity rates based on the charge to Seattle, plus a 
fictitious “back haul” to Spokane. 

The demands of these mountain communities 
that all discrimination be wiped out as between 
them and the coast communities are in substance 
that the Government wipe out by legislation the 
advantages that nature has given their better- 
placed rivals. This the Government, acting 
through the Interstate Commerce Commission, has 
refused to do, and the latter finds, even in the 
amended long and short haul section of the 
Mann-Elkins act, no command to do it. What the 
commission has done is to use the regulative pow- 
er so that the interior cities shall not be oppressed 
by railroads under the pretense of meeting water 
competition at their ocean terminals. 

Henceforth westbound railroad traffic originat- 
ing west of the Mississippi, and therefore not 
subject to water competition, must not churge 
more for the short than the long haul. Traffic 
from the Chicago territory may charge 7 per cent 
higher and from the Buffalo-Pittsburg territory 
15 per cent higher. From New York and Trunk 
Line territory where water competition is most 
active traffic may charge 23 per cent more for 
the short than the long haul. 

This is a constructive ruling, made after an 
examination of the facts. It will cost the railroads 
some money and it may even raise, rather than 
lower rates for some of the interior communities 
that demand it. But it does not attempt to re- 
verse nature and it does correct an injustice. 

The commission takes significant note of the 
fact that water competition has been largely sup- 
pressed by railroad purchase of coastwise steam- 
ship lines. This competition, however, so far as 
the seaboard is concerned, will be restored and 
rendered acute when the Panama Canal opens. 
But the amended interstate commerce act was in- 
tended also to restore water competition along our 
great inland rivers. Here is a natural means of 
regulating railroad rates over wide sections of 
country that as yet the American people have 
neglected.

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FRUITS OF DOLLAR DIPLOMACY. 

The purchase of a Yukon gold mine by British 
interests for $8,000,000 was effected, according 
to a London newspaper, on the advice of John 
Hays Hammond, late special American ambas- 
sador to the coronation. 

The deal confirms Mr. Hammond’s boast at 
the Pilgrim's dinner that his mission was “not 
merely an honorary one to be discharged per- 
functorily, but to promote commercial relations, 
which are the vital principle of the interdepen- 
dence of nations.” 

It is a new triumph of Dollar Diplomacy and 
while not comportable in the amount involved 
with the Chinese railway loan, or the listing of 
American securities on the Paris Bourse, must 
yet be set down to the credit of thé new diplo- 
matic policy under which ambassadors serve as 
the advance agents of international stock-jobbing. 
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Among those whom Hines has not boasted of 
seeing are all of those who were seen. 
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MOVING THE LIBRARY. 

Mr. Bostwick plans to have the people help with 
moving the Public Library by taking books out 
at the old quarters and returning them at_the 
new. It is something that has been successfully 
done a good many times, and with a card list of 
92,000 such as the local library has, it will no 
doubt work wonders in assistance. 

However, one cannot resist contemplating with 
no little amusement some of the obstacles that 
obtrude. There are, for instance, the product of 
“Coin” Harvey, “The First Battle’ of Mr. Bryan 
and “The Top of the Continent,” by Dr. Cook, all 
fairly typical of a no doubt numerous class of 
books which the cardholder may not consider 
worth taking along. Then there is the fine sys- 
tem, the application of which at such a time would 
scarcely be courteous, and without which there 
is no getting library books back at all. More- 
over, how is the street arab, always a cardholder, 
to explain to the policeman what he is doing with 
Herbert Spencer’s ‘First Principles,” Moore’s 
“Millennium,” or Plutarch’s “Lives”? 

Mr. Bostwick is rated with the great librarians. 
He will have to be great. 
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And just for traveling over the country and lec- 
turing on profit sharing for employes, Perkins 
ought to get an additional two years.

ON THE PATH OF DUTY. 
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CENTER NES ENR 
From the Springfield Republican. 

The Census Bureau's calculations now 
bring out the fact that the population 
center has not only moved further west- 
wara in the 10 years, but has gone 31 
miles beyond the center of 1900; from 
1890 to 190% it moved westward only 14 
miles. This in the face of the facts 
given was hardly to be expected. A 
small eastward shifting of the center 
for the first time in the country’s his- 
tory was rather to be anticipated. The 
explanation lies in the large growth of 
the Padific States during the 10 years, 
and in the fact that distance figures in 
calculating the population center. While 
each person is assumed to have the 
same weight, those more distant from 
the assumed center of population weigh 
more in determining its location than 
those who are less distant. 

Thus it appears in the calculations 
that 12 persons in San Francisco exert 
as much pressure at the pivotal point 
as 40 persons in Boston. The Pacific 
Coast people sit at the longer end of 
the teeterboard, and the addition there 
of one person more than overcomes the 
addition of two at the shorter end, and 
compels a westward movement of the 
fulcrum to restore the equilibrium. Ac 
cordingly the population center differs 
from what is called the median point 
or the point through which pass the 
lines dividing the population equally 
north and south and equally east and 
west. It seems apparent that the me- 
dian point has moved eastward in the 
past decade, if the center of population 
has not. 
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SUGAR TRUST'S NEED.

The club started the river 
fame with six-round fights some time 
ago, then increased the contests to ten 
rounds, and now the 20-round goal is at- 
tained.

Kellerman declares he wi!l 
nave the crowd back to East St. Louis 
before midnight. Mal Doyle will ref- 
eree. 

Yhe bout is expected to be one of the 
Lest witnessed in the vicinity of St. 
Louis in a long time. Kelly recently 
gained a six-round decision over Gray. 
Gray does not pose as a scientific boxer, 
and in a 20-rdund mijill he is sure he will 
be able to wear Kelly out, and put him 
to sleep. 

Kelly is strong and a hard puncher. 
Tfe is counted the most promising boxer 
in St. Louis, as he takes good care of 
himself, and has shown wonderful im- 
provement, 

Protege of Sullivan. 

Only a year or so ago he was a mere 
novice in the amateur ranks. but he 
picked up ‘“‘Brooklyn"’ Tommy Sullivan’s 
style of boxing, a!i:h:oueh Kelly is not 
as fast as Sullivan wen the Brooklyn- 
ite was in trim. Sullivan is the only 
mar who éver knocked out that ring 
marvel, Abe Attell. 

Gray is not a miner {in name only. He 
hes been working in coal mines since he 
was 18 years old, and on the East Side 
is rated one of the best ‘‘drivers’’ in the 
region. A driver is a man wlio, with 
hiz partner, goes ahead into a mine and 
lcosens up the coal for the other miners 
to shovel into coal cars. Gray was work- 
ing regularly in the mine until he was 
matched with Kelly, and then he laid 
oft to get a good rest. 

Gray is 24 years of age, and in spite 
of his hard work, is as clean cut and as 
different from the ordinary miner as it 
is possible to be. Here is his own story 
of his career: 


Got $2 for First Victory. 

“TIT was born in North Carolina, at 
Wilkesboro, and about the first thing ! 
remember was that I was left to shift 
for myself. I was 13 years old, but got 
a job ina mine. After working at vari- 
ous mines in the South,:I hopped into 
the Indian Territory in 1905. They were 
holding fights around Alderson, Harts- 
horr, and other towns and I got a chance 
to go on. My first fight netted, me $2. 
But I beat all of the kids I met. |! 
wanted some really good men to fight 
ana I headed for St. Louis. 

|] didn’t get fights righ*S away and 
went to Collinsville, where Agot a job. 
I like this place and have been here 
since.” 

Gray has lately won 28 fights. He lost 
a decision to Kelly. Kelly was the only 
man to heat him, and Kelly's edge on 
points Was anything but wide. Harry 
Trendall had a margin over Gray on 
peints in the feature bout of the Mozart 
Society show at the Coliseum July 4, but 
ne decision was given. 

“Birdlegs” Collins, Tim McCarthy, 
Jack Pezolt, fighters from Peoria and 
other places, have bumped up against 
Gray, but he rocked them‘all to sleep 
or gave them bad beatings. Monte Dale 
eould do nothing with Gray for six 
rounds. No decision was given. 

Gray has a host of friends and backers 
on the East Side who will wager, cheer 
and even fight for him, if necessary, 
every time he gets Into the ring. Gray 
trained for tonight's bout at Collins- 
ville.
